When pilots flying over the North 
West Staging Route report outbreaks 
of forest fires in Northern. Alberta, 
Northern’ British Columbia, or the 
Yukon territory, for instance, Com- 
munications Flight Norseman air- 
craft on floats are immediately . as- 
signed to the job of flying fire-fight- 
ers and portable pumping equipment 
to the scene. Swift action on their 
part has helped to keep many fires 
under contro] this summer, They land 
on the nearest lake, set up a tempor- 
ary base, and stay on the job until 
their. assistance ig no longer needed. 

The most recent serious fire broke 
out early this month south of Fort 
St. John. Two aircraft ef the Com- 
munications Flight were on the job 
16 hours a day until it was under 
control. : 

The pilots have had their quota of 
“mercy flights,” too. The latest one 
was made when word was received 
of a woman expe¢ting a baby and 
urgently needing medical assistance 
in the flooded Pembina river valley, 
where roads were completely impas- 
sable. The Norseman carried a R.C. 
A.F. medical officer and nursing sis- 


ter, who went aléng to render im-. 


mediaté assistance to the patient. 
When they got to the area, . they 
found that hospitalization was essen- 
tial, and the Norseman, which had 
already bogged down in one muddy 
field on landing, had to take off from. 
another field where local residents 
had cleared a runway through the 
low scrub. With three passengers 
aboard, the Norseman’s pilot just 
managed to get out of the field, clip- 
ping the tops of some trees as he 
took off. He landed at Edmonton 
after dark, having switched off the 
engine because the throttle was jam- 
med wide open after a twigfrom one 
of the trees had been driven into the 
intake. The woman went safely to 
hospital and gave birth to a ten- 
pound baby. ’ 
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with great suddenness, wreaked ‘a 
devastating toll on a number of farms 
sittated in the north-east and south- 
east areas of the district. £ 
The first storm cut a swath 
through the fields of grain which in 
many cases were awaiting the 
binder, and within ten minutes had 
absolutely ruined a number of Hope 
Valley stands of grain, Ewart Taylor 
and ©. Shaban report an entire 100 
per cent loss of their 1944 crop, and 
in many other places the grain was 
badly damaged, although the ruina- 
tion was somewhat spotty over the 
2-mile by 8-mile strip which the 
storm covered in. that neighborhood. 


Within 30 minutes of this, another 
hail storm broke some five miles 
east of town, and in that instance 
hail fell with great force for nearly 
20 minutes. During that period the 
district centering on Greenshields 
was so badly hailed that practically 
100 per cent loss was sustained on 
the farms of R. Carl and Ed. Patter- 
son, while gomewhat lesser damage 
is reported on the farms of Reg. 
Hughes, Hans. Pfluger, M. Haynes, 
T. ‘Daniels, Stan. Valleau and a num- 
ber of others, ; 

The almost perpetual rains, too, of 
the past week, are retarding the har- 


vesting to a great extent, for while a 


large percentage of the wheat is now 
cut there js a vast quantity which 
will have'to be re-stooked owing to 
the prevailing moisture.

While a definite shortage of farm 
labor exists in Alberta at present, no 
difficulty in harvesting fall. grain 
crops is expected if present plans 
mature, government officials said 
Wednesday. 

Harvest help is being recruited all 
across ‘the, country by Dominion and 
provincial government agencies, and 
is being distributed in needy areas, 
At present more than 800 members 
of the armed services are working in 
Alberta fields on special . harvest 
leave, with an additional group work 
ing on farms owned by themselves or 
relatives. ‘ 

Civilian help from the east is al- 

ready moving west, groups of men 
now working in Manitoba, These will 
be directed west to the Alberta har- 
vest as work is finished ‘in the eaat- 
ern province. 
. In Alberta, farm labor problems 
are handled by the extension service 
of the provincial department of ag~ 
riculture, working in conjunction 
with National Selective Service and 
military officials. District agricultur- 
ists are in charge of distribution of 
extra workers to farms where their 
services aré required.

Mr. Howe said deterioration of the 
coal situation will “make it doubly 
necessary for the householder ta 
place his order at once, to accept his 
coal whenever a dealer is able to de- 
liver it and to take whatever suitable 
fuel a dealer may be able to supply.

A study of farm plants in West- 
ern Canada which includes im- 
provements on farm land such as 
buildings and attached equipment, 
indicates that before the war, due 
to drouth and poor crops, resulting 
in a shortage of money, and since 
the war, due to. shortage of labor 
and material, the farm buildings 
are considerably. below the average 
standing which is anti¢ipated fo 
“he post-war farm. Many of the 
buildings are of modern design and 
are suitable for power and mixed 
farming, but need considerable 
maintenance and painting which 
will amount to from 10 to 25% of 
their original value to put them in 
a good state of repair. A larger 
number of buildings are either 
temporary in nature or completely 
unsuitable for the type of farming 
being conducted so that it is. nec- 
essary for them to be torn down 
and rebuilt to produce most effi- 
cient type of buildings for the farm 

The maintenance and rebuilding 
program for Western Canada will 
amount to as much as half of the 
origihal cost of the buildings at the 
present time. This condition has ré 
sulted from a long period of drouth 
and inability to make annual re- 
pairs and maintenance and the war 
years where labor ‘and material 
shortage has made a major main- 
tenance program impossible. It has 
been estimated by the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Advisory Committee 
on Reconstruction that the rebuild- 
ing and maintenance program 
would involve an expenditure of 
about one quarter billion dollars in 
the course of the first ten years 
after the war. If the farmer of 
Western Canada is to be able to 
make the necessary maintenance 
and improvements of his ‘plant, it 
is going to be necessary to have''a 
large amount of money available. A 
sinking fund for mainfenatice and 
reconstruction of buildings should 
be set up in the form of some tan- 
gible savings, so that after the war 
the program of reconstruction will 
not be curtailed because of lack of 
sufficient funds, 


The study of the farm plant also 
indicated a very small percentage 
of the farmers of Western Canada 
have the advantage of electricity 
on the farm, While there have been 
many small private farm plants of 
32. volt and 6 volt types, the 110 
volt rural electrification is the most 
satisfactory type due to the fact} 
that motors of adequate size for 
practical farm use can be installed 
and used. With 32 and 6 volt units, 
the use is definitely limited to 
household conveniences and water 
systems. The study of rural electri- 
fication in Western Canada indicat 
es that the cost will be high and in 
many instances will be out of pro- 
portion to the revenue bearing} 
utility of the convenience and that 
it only be available in such areas 
where the individuals are to pay 
more for the advantages. Conse- 
quently, if the standard of living is 
to be raised by the installation of 
adequate rural electrification, con- 
siderable sinking funds will need 
to be established in order to pay 
for the installation of rural electri- 
fication. In the ordinary run of 
events, honey for this equipment 
is not available unless plans are 
made for the future to save for 
rural electrification, 

With regard to farm machinery, 
while the 1944 crop has been put in 
good shape and the machinery and 
equipment will take off the 1944 
crop, there has accumulated a large 
back log in good equipment which 
will be necessary to take up as 
soon as the war is over in order to 
bring standards of the farm power 
unit and relative machinery up to 
the standard of efficient operation. 

It has been estimated by the Farm 
Management Department of the 
University of Saskatchewan that 
the number of farms with tractors 
increased from 75,000 in 1936 to 
102,000 in: 1941; those with com: | 
bines increased from 9,500 in 1936 | 
to 17,200 in 1941. This means an 
average yearly increase of 5,400 


as 
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Harvesting operations are well ad- 
vanced in the southern and central

Harvesting is general in the Peace 
River and southern districts of Al- 
berta and operations are getting un- 
der way elgewhere.

Light 
frosts have occurred at some points, 
Sawfly damage is faiNy extensive in 
southern sections. Sugar beets are 
progressing favourably. Recent ruins 
bave improved pastures. 

Saskatchewan harvesting is gener- 
al in the southern and central di» 
‘tricts and is commencing in tie 
northern district. Generally, progress 
is satisfactory, but rain has d-layed 
operations in some areas and warm, 
dry weather is now needed. “Indicu- 
tions are that yields will be genoraliy 
satisfactory excepting in‘ the nyth- 
western and west-central dir‘ ~icts,’ 
where early moisture was inadequate. 
Heavy sawfly camage has occurred 
in some southern areas and frost dam 
age has occurred at points in tho cen

are in keen demand, states N. N. 


The purity of forage crop seeds is 
of a major importance. Numerous 
weeds of minor consequence in 
cereals produce seeds which are most 
difficult to remove from grass and 
legume seeds. Where such weeds are 
present it may be practical to remove 
them by hand or to cut out parts of 
a field to prevent contamination of. 
the whole crop. If this cannot be 
done quite thoroughly, it is advisable 
to forego seed. production father 
than to harvest a “Rejected Seed” 
crop for which no market can be 
found. , 

Although mixtures of two or mure 
forage crop seeds are rharketable, re- 
turns for these are much less than 
for pure seed. A few plants of sweet 
clover in an alfalfa crop or scattered 
timothy plants in'a field of alsike 
clover may reduce the sale price to 
a fraction of that for which the 
alfalfa or alsike clover could be sold. 
Now is the time when such ‘rogues’ 
can be removed.

In these 
times, when scarcity of raw mater- 
ials is experienced, it has been diffi- 
cult to obtain sources of phosphorus 
sufficiently low in fiuorine which oc- 
curs in all rock phosphates. A pro- 
cess has now been developed, for the 
removal of excess fluorine and con- 
centration of the phosphorus. 

In most of our soils low levels of 
phosphorus affect the quality of the 
crops grown thereon; hence the need 
for furnishing it in mineral supple- 
ments for livestock. Many trace 
elements essential to body growth 
and health are derived from the soil. 
Zine is one but is seldom found lack- 
ing. Copper is another which occasion 
ally is in'short supply, and sheep 
sometimes suffer from lack of it. 
Pining or. “wasting” disease of sheep | 
is attributed to lack of cobalt. It is 
how believed that magnesia is im- 
portant for teeth, which might indi- 
cate the desirability of dolomitic 
limestone applications to pastures. 
But there is a danger in over-liming 
pastures. It may result in reducing 
the availability of -certain useful 
trace elements. :

The cold truth is that the ratio of 
preventable accidents in agriculture 
is higher than in any other industry. 
Many hundreds of farmers, members 
of their families and workers on 
farms are killed and many thousands 
injured every year in Canada as the 
result of accidents, most of which 
could have been prevented. 


With the farm labour shortage just | 
now so acute and when all out pro- 
duction of food is so essential to the 
war effort, the accident toll is parti- 
cularly serious. 

A survey has disclosed that machin 
ery is the chief source of farm work 
accidents; that live stock runs a close 
second and that falls are in third 
place. The wise farmer is he who 
learning the causes of accidents on 
his farm takes steps to eliminate 
such Causes and all possible hazards. 
For example, the fact that loose 
clothing causes one-third of all farm 
accidents involving machinery should 
make anyone avoid that particular 
hazard like the plague.

As a bit of vacation diet, it*might 
be interesting this week to delve 
into some of the history of Canadian 


| @griculture. I ran Across some- re- 


ference papers conipiled by the War- 
time Information Board at Ottawa 
intrigued me, because like 
others we generally think of this 
industry in terms of wheat, cows and 
chickens, barns, chores, etc. Possibly 
few people in the. mural and semi- 
rural areas ever think of agriculture 
except that it’s here, but as a matter 
of fact there’s romance attached to it 
the romance. of achievement. So here’s 
something about it. 


Look at it this way. At the last 
census in. Canada the number of 
farms totalled 732,715, with a com- 
bined acreage of 175,000,000 acres. 
Well, in 1535, just 400 years ago-— 
an) that’s really a Short Span in 
time—Jacques Cartier reported the 
Indians around Hochelaga, where 
Montreal now stands, were cultivat- 
ing small, patches of land for the 
production of maize. The Huron In- 
dians, living in the area close to 
Lake Huron and Georgian Bay, wexé 
growing corn, peas and beans when 
first visited by white men, Primitive 
as they were these were Canada’s 
first organized agricuJtural ventures. 


After the first French colonists 
came to Acadia, on Canada’s eastern 
shore, Canadian agriculture went 
through several distinct stages. It 
developed slowly until 1750. Its earl- 
iest forms were noted in the Mari; 
time Provinces and Quebec. Settle- 
ment became brisker in the next 
hundred years in Upper and Lower 
Canada and agriculture kept pace. 
Then came Confederation in 1867. 
Completion of the Canadian Pacific

three hundred years since that time 
is emphasized by figures which show 
us that there were 8,833,700 head of 
cattle on Canadian farms on Deceni-

In the lower St. Lawrence valley 
‘pome attempts at agriculture appear 
to have begun as éarly as 1608 when 
Champlain, the founder of Quebec, 
came t6 the country. The first real 
farmer is said to have been Louis 
‘Hebert who started farming in 1617 
on the site of what is now Quebec 
‘City. It was some time before the 
people of that day were able to be- 
come self-sufficient in foodstuffs.. 


It was the French who: introduced we. 


agriculture in Upper Canada (On- 
tario), with the first settlement 
stacted by Frontenac at Kingston in 
1671. Hére again transportation and 
communication hindered development 
and it moved along slowly, but it is 
interesting to know that by 1852 
there were close to 100,000 farms in 
Ontario. “ 


It was in the year .1812, not 80 
long ago, that western Canada’s ag- 
ricultural history starts, with the 
Selkirk Red River Settlement in Man 
itoba. A little over a hundred, years 
later western Canada produced in the 
1942-43 crop years, 9,400,000 bushels 
of flaxseed which is only one of the 
smaller producing of its grain crops. 
The Selkirk settlers had a hard time, 
not only with the Indians, but also 
because of the rivalry between the 
Northwest Company and the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. The population 
didn’t increase fast and ag’ricultural 
development was equally slow. How- 
ever this changed-—and quickly— 
once the Canadian Pacific Railway 
reached St. Boniface, opposite Win- 
nipeg in 1878. 

Settlers from eastern Canada and 
the United States flocked to the west 
many Of them bringing their stock 
and éguipment, but to meet new soil 

| and climatic conditions it was neces- 


es, However it wasn't. long before 
| large farms——compared to the eastern 
| conception—were built up. Wheat 
production for expoft became in- 


pa important. The history of 


agriculture in the west hag been 
brief but solid, witli many important 
developments, chief of which as 
everyone knows is the recent change 
over to mechanization,
